It may be that some Chinese 
Napoleon will arise und restore 
the unity of the Empire. But the, 
recent history of China’s 
civil wars warns us that 
provincial dissensions and. the 
lack of) moral sense among 
the generals “make the task 
of a Chinese Napoleon extremely 
difficult. Ching Two-lin, the 
Manchurian ruler, still has what 
is nominally the largest army, a 
ybarter of a million strong, and 
exercises contro], as far south as 
Shanghai. His chief rival, Feng 
Yu-haiang, who was once the lead- 
ing vommander under Wu Pei-fu, 
the former over-lord of «Central 
China, und who rose to eminence 
hy betraying Wu in his last strug- 
yle with Chang, is now, with 
Moscvow’s ‘help, .at the head of a 
force almost as numerous as the 
Manchurian host, and perhaps as 
well armed. Whether and when 
these Lwo potentates, Chang and 
Feng, who depend respectively on 
‘Jupan and ‘on Russia, will come 
into collision no one can say, Nor 
is it szfe to conclude that the 
victor in the duel, if it came, 
would necessarily gather’ Central 
China,'to say nothing of the un- 
truly South,. into his fold, and 
make China one again. Chinese 
domestic politics are not so simple 
‘ns that; the fierce animosities 
existing between the provinces: 
are complicated by party feuds 
and personal ambitions,- so that 
military victories, real or sup- 
posed, have hitherio had no de- 
finite results. © We inuy suppose 
that the anarchy which is wasting 
China und ruining her trade will 
come to an end sooner or later, 
and that force wil! have to be used 
to restore order. But to assign a 
date to this consummation, or to 
suppose that Chang or Wu, or 
any other personality now pro- 
minent in Western eyes, will 
achieve the desired end would be 
very unwise. Our chief hopes 
must rest on the innate good sense 
and untiring ‘industry of the 
Chinese people. If they could 
somehow be persuaded that the 
foreigner was not their enemy 
‘but anxious to be their friend, 
and to resume the trade which 
has benefited all parties engaged 
in it, they would soon bring 
about a revival, as they have done 


‘many times before in their long 


history. But how this change of 
view is to ‘be brought abont, in 
face of the persistent Bolshevik 
campaign throughout China,’ is 
.the real problem to.which West- 
ern diplomatists, missionaries, 
and traders need to address them- 
selves in earnest before still worse 
Mischief has been done.

CUSTOMS’ MEETING. 
DIFFICULTIES WHICH MUST 
B EB MET. 


Mk. P. LANDON'S VIEWS, 


Mr, Vercival Landon, writing 
}from Peking, takes the ‘view ‘that 
the prospects of the Customs Chn- 
ference are not of the brightest 
and that tha best hope of achiev- 
ing some success rests in not shut- 
ting our vyes to.certain obvious 
dificulties and dangers which if 
taken in time may be dealt with 
although they cannot be avoided. 
- Before dealing with the many
